Th» ^lo wi tT g Sec tioR -ef-ftn Act eTrtitlc*I-“ An- Act making app r op r iatiuua ' foT- t i ic legislative, executive,''";^ 
and judicial expenses of the Government for the year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
three, and for other purposes,” approved May 8, 1872, the opinion of the Comptroller of the Treasury as 
to the proper construction of its provisions, and an Act amendatory of said Section, approved June 8,1872,‘ 
are hereby published for the information of all concerned, and, in compliance therewith, all officers of the 
United States are instructed that the proceeds of sales of public property, of every cliaracter and descrip¬ 
tion, excepting such as pertain to marine hospitals, revenue cutters, the clothing fund of the Navy, and 
the sale of materials, stores, or supplies to officers and soldiers of the Army, or to exploring and surveying 
expeditions authorized by law, which are to be disposed of in accordance with former provisions of law, 
must be immediately paid into the Treasury as miscellaneous receipts, without any abatement or deduction 
whatever, excepting the expenses of sales of military stores or supplies regularly condemned, which, under 
paragraph 1032, Revised Army Regulations of 1863, and the Act of June 8, 1872, are authorized to bo 
paid frotn the proceeds of such sales, by being deposited to the credit of the Treasurer of the United 
States in general account, either at the Treasurer’s own office, or at the office of one of the United States 
Assistant Treasurers, Designated or National Bank Depositaries. 

For all such deposits, certificates of deposit, in duplicate or triplicate, should be issued by the several 
Depositaries, giving the name and official title of the depositor, and stating that they are on account 
of “proceeds of Government property.” The bureau or office, to which the property appertains should

^ ^1 It applies to all kinds of property, old or new, condemned or uncondemned, with certain exceptions 
contained in the second sentence, and to sales by one Department or Bureau to another. The language is, 

“ that»a 1 sales of old material, condemned stores, supplies, or other public property of any kind, shall hcre- 
,^^aft^’lb covered into the Treasury as miscellaneous receipts. The words “ or other public property of 
^my kini” are very comprehensive, and exclude the construction suggested in the question. 

I3>^iot mean to say, that when one brancli of the service makes some article, as a piece of furniture, 
own material, and at its own expense, for and upon the request of another branch, that the cost 
covered in as a miscellaneous receipt. 

.. Proceeds of paper shavings sold by the Congressional Printer must be paid in under this section. 
The act says, “all proceeds of sales,” &c., “ or other public property,” and thus embraces 
td all property sold. The expenses attending a sale cannot be deducted, for that would defeat

COIN OF THE UNITED STATES, UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF THE 
COINAGE ACT OF 1873.

The following provisions of the act entitled “An act revising and amending the laws relative to the 
mints, assay offices, and coinage of the United States,” and known as the Coinage Act of 1873, are hereby 
published for the information of all whom it may concern : 

Section 14. That the gold coins of the United States shall be a one-dollar piece, which, at the stand¬ 
ard weight of twenty-five and eight tenth grains, shall be the unit of value; a rpiarter-eagle, or two-and- 
a-half-dollar piece; a three-dollar piece; a half-eagle, or five-dollar piece; an eagle, or ten-dollar piece; 
and a double-eagle, or twenty-dollar piece. And the standard weight of the gold dollar shall be twenty- 
live and eight tenths grains; of the quarter-eagle, or two-and-a-half dollar j)iece, sixty-four and a half 
grains*; of the three-dollar piece, seventy-seven and four-tenths grains; of the half-eagle, or five-dollar 
l)iece, one hundred and twenty-nine grains; of the eagle, or ten dollar jnece, two hundred and fifty-eight 
grains; of the double-eagle, or twenty-dollar piece, live hundred and sixteen grains ; which coins shall be a 
legal tender in all i)ayments at their nominal value when not below the stamlard weight and limit of tol¬ 
erance provided in this act for the single piece, and, when reduced in weight below .said standard and 
tolerance, shall be a legal tender at valuation in proportion to their a(*tual weight; and any gold coin of 
the United States, if reduced in weight by natural abra.sion not more than one-half of one i)er centum 
below the standard weight prescribed by law, after a circulation of twenty years, as shown by its date of 
coinage, and at a ratable i)rop()rtion for any period less than twenty years, shall be received at their nomi¬ 
nal value by the United States Treasury and its officers, under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury nmy luescribe for the protection of the government against fraudulent abra.sion or other i)ractices; 
and any gold coins in the treasury of the United States reduced in weight below this limit of abra.sion 
.shall be recoined. 


For the guidance of i)ublic officers and others, a table has been ju-epared and in.serted in ]Mint circular 
No. 1, showing the standard and least (*iuTeut weight of all gold coins of the United States, in single 
l)ieces and quantities of KM), ofiO, 1,000, and 5,000 dollars, with due reference to the date of coinage, which 
are made a legal tender at their nominal value and which may be received as such; but as a practical and 
.safe construction of these provisions of law will not ])ermit the indi.scriminate receipt, by cu.stoms officers 
and others, at a valuation in proportion to their weight, of coins which fall below the legal limit as to 
weight and tolerance, with due reference to the date of coinage, (and yet such coins are made a legal 
tender at such valuation,) all such otlicers are hereby directed to receive them when i)resented in i)ayment 
of public dues, giving a conditional receipt therefor showing their nominal and e.stimated value in the 
aggregate, and, after registering the amount in a book to be kept for that purpo.se, forwarding it to the 
United States Mints at Philadelphia, Pa., and San Franci.sco, Cal., whichever is nearest and most conve¬ 
nient, with a statement as to the per.son from whom, and on what account, .said coins were received. ‘ 

Upon the receii)t of such coins at the Mints herein designated, the Sui»erintendent.s thereof, re.spectively, 
will, at once, ascertain their true value, and deposit from the bullion fund of their offices with the United 
States Assistant Treasurers in said citie.s, in the name of the officer forwarding them, and on ac(*ount of 
the proper .source, an amount equal to such value of (‘oins of legal weight; forwarding the entire sets of 
certificates of deposit, to be i.ssued by the said As.sistant Treasurers in du])licate, to .said ollieer; the 
depreciated coin to take the ])lace in the bullion fund of that deposited, and to be re(*oined at the earliest 
practicable moment. Upon the receipt of the certificates of deposit tln^ original will be di.sj)o.sed of as 
usual and the duplicate handed to the per.son who paid the coin. 

In receiving coin of this descrq)tion, however, customs officers will, in no ca.se, allow importations to 
be withdrawn until the certificates of deposit therefor shall have reached them. No coin of less than tln‘ 
least current weight will hereafter Ix^ ])ermitted to be disbursed by any Government officer.

The following officers may order stamps for the use of their respective offices, and will provide for 
their safe-keeping, and see that they are used only as contemplated by the act above quoted; and will report 
to the Secretary of the Treasury monthly, on the first day of each month, the amount of stamps of each 
denomination used during the preceding mouth, and the amount of each denomination on hand at the close 
of business on the last business day of said month, viz:

HI. Stamps will be furnished in the following denominations, viz., one, two, three, six, seven, ten, twelve, 
fifteen, twenty-four, thirty, and ninety-cent; and officers will state in their requisitions the specific quantity 
or amount in numerals of each denomination required for the periods above named, and will avoid making 
supplemental requisitions so far as possible. 

Each separate package or parcel of mail matter should be weighed and the proper amount of stamps 
affixed; but in no case should written and printed matter be sent in the same parcel, as that will subject the 
whole to letter postage. 

IV. The rates of domestic postage are as follows; 

Letters, 3 cents for every J ounce or fraction th'fereof. 

Printed matter, including Blanks, Blank Books, Charts, &c., 1 cent for every 2 ounces or fraction thereof. 

Printed books, 2 cents for every 2 ounces or fraction thereof. 

Packages of printed matter mailed by officers of the Department may bo sealed, and will require printed- 
matter postage only, if certified that they contain no written matter. 

Packages of official matter may be sent by mail without limit as to weight; but where the postage on 
such packages largely exceeds the sum charged by an express company for the sumo service, officers of ihU 
Department, in their discretion, are authorized to send by express or other mode of transportation I 

Private persons applying for the official publications of the Department should be required to forwanl 
stamps or money to prepay postage. 

The 15-cent Official Postage Stamp should be used in payment of the registry fee on all registered mail 
matter: Provided, That all letters or packages containing fractional or other currency of the United States 
sent by mail to the Treasurer of the United States for redemption, and all letters or packages sent by thd 
treasurer of the United States containing new currency returned for currency redeemed, shall be reiristereii 
without payment of registry fee as heretofore.

CIRCULAR RELATIVE TO OFFICIAL POSTAGE STAMPS. 


eprtmeiit. 

The provision in Department Circular No. 106, of July 29, 1873, authorizing Officers of this Depart¬ 
ment to send packages of official matter by express when the cost by this mode of transmission is less 
than the amount required for postage, is hereby revoked, and, hereafter, all such matter should be sent by 
mail, and the postage thereon prepaid with Official Stamps. 

Officers making requisition for the ordinary postage stamp, in accordance with Section 1, Circular No. 
106, must state explicitly the necessity that exists for such stamps, and make monthly reports of the amount 
nsed and on hand, on the form provided for the Official Stamp Eeports. 

The registry fee has been reduced from fifteen cents to eight cents. 

Officers are again reminded to forward all communications in reference to stamps or scales, including 
reqaisitloM for bla.iks, stamps, a..<l scales, receipts, a..d reports of stamps used, tnutsferred, or oa 
direct to the Secretaiy of the Treasuiy.

I. Actual fares on railroads, steamboats, and other vessels, by the shortest i>racticable route, the hire 
of special transportation where there are no regular means of conveyance, street-car, or omnibus, or trans- 
fer-coach fare to and from depots and liotels, and, where there are no such conveyances, moderate and 
necessary hack-hire, and reasonable fees to porters aud expressmen. 


II. Sleeping-car fare for one double berth for each person, or customary stateroom accommodation on 
steamboats and other vessels, one seat in parlor car, and lodgings and actual board in hotels at a rate not 
^eater than five dollars per day. Hotel bills and receipts will be taken in all cases where it is practicable 
to obtain them, and accomi)any the account as a voucher. 

No charge will be allowed for hotel bills when the detention is unnecessary for the performance of the 
duties for which travel is required. 


An affldaWt that the account isjust and true iu all respects, aud that the expenses charged therein 
were actually and necessarily inclined, must accompany each bill. In all cases the account must contain 
the items of expenditure; and a copy of the order under which the travel was marie must accompany it.

Every banker, broker, or other person notau authorized depositary of public moneys, 
who knowingly receives from any disbursing officer, or Collector of Internal Revenue, or other agent of 
the United States, any public money on deposit, or by way of loan or accommodation, with or without 
interest or otherwise than in payment of a debt against the United States, or who uses, transfers, converts, 
' approiinates, or apiilies any portion of the jiublic money for any purpose not prescribed by law, and every 
president, cashier, teller, director, or other officer of any bank or banking association, w’ho violates any of 
the provisions of this Section, is guilty of an act of embezzlement of the public money so deposited, 
loanil transferred, used, converted, appropriated, or applied, and shall be punished as prescribed in 
Section fifty-four hundred and eighty-eight.”

Communications in writing passing between officers of the Government, in the course of official duty, 
relating to the business of their offices, are privileged from disclosure, on the ground of public policy, 
and the production will not be compelled by courts of law or equity. 

Neither will secondary evidence of their contents be admissible, whether in the form of copies or of 
oral statement of witnesses who have read and recollected the same. 

Consequently, an official letter from an Appraiser of Merchandise to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
recommending a person for appointment as clerk in the Appraiser’s office, in place of one whose removal is 
recommended for inefficiency and bad conduct, is a privileged communication within the rule, and cannot 
be admitted in evidence to sustain an action for libel brought against the Appraiser by the person whose 

removal is recommendetl. ^

And further, that the communication was m its nature an official communication^ 
relating to public business, which it was sought to prove by means of a witn^s whose knowledge on 
it was derived from his official employment, which was contrary to public pohey and not to be permitte^ 
The plaintiff’ then sought to prove by his own testimony that he saw the letter in question at the Treasure 
Department after his removal, by permission of the Secretary, and could state its contents; but furth^ 
oftered to prove by a witness who was at one time a clerk in the Appraiser’s office, that while he was suchi 
clerk he read a copy of the said letter from the official letter-copy book in the office, and could repeat its 
contents. The court ruled that neither the sending of such a letter to the Secretary, nor retaining a copy 
thereof in a letter-book kept in the Appraiser’s office, amounted to a publication within the meaning of tha 
term as used in the law of libel; that as the communication was official and confidential, written iii the dis 
charge of a public duty, it could not be said to be published by the defendant, by merely sending it to the 
officer to whom it was addressed, and if there was no evidence of publication beyond such sending, the 
plaintiff must fail at the outset of his case, and no evidence of the contents of the alleged libel can be 
admitted until after proof of technical publication. 

The plaintiff not being prepared with such proof, took exceptions to these rulings, and there was a 
verdict for defendant.

To Heads of Bureaus, Collectors of Customs, and others: 


Publications, not authorized by this Department, have frequently appeared in public journals at New 
York, and elsewhere, relating to action had or contemplated by the Department on questions pending 
before it. 

Publications of this character are improper, as tending to mislead importers and others concerned, and 
are unnecessary for the reason that the .parties directly interested in any decision are always promptly 
advised of the purport thereof; and all decisions of general interest are published by the Department 
monthly. 

It is apparent, therefore, in view of these facts, that indiscriminate publications of official correspond¬ 
ence, or unauthorized statements of official action, are neither consistent with the interests of the public 
service nor justified by any necessity counected with the interests or rights of private parties. 

Heads of Bureaus in the Department and Collectors and other officers of the customs are therefore 
requested to exercise a strict supervision over the acts of their subordinates with reference to the pub¬ 
lication of correspondence or decisions of the Department, or of information concerning its action, and 
especially to prevent access by unofficial persons to official letters, documents, or records. 

Clerks and employes of the Department are hereby expressly forbidden to furnish for publication, 
without the authority of the Secretary, an Assistant Secretary, the Chief Clerk, or the Head of a Bureau, 
any letter, document, or decision, or to impart any information whatever concerning the business of the 
Jiepartment, or to allow access to any letter, document, or record counected therewith, to any person not 
■ oflicially entitled thereto. Any infraction oLthis rule will, on discovery, be followed by the immediate 
dismissal of such clerk or emploj'd from the public service. 

Chiefs of Divisions in the Secretary’s Office will submit to the Chief Clerk, from day to day, such 
information relating to the business of the Department as may be of general interest or proper for publica¬ 
tion, in order that the same may be furnished by the Chief Clerk to the representatives of the press for 
that purpose, and such information will not, under any circumstances, be furnished to any one or more 
portions of the public press to the exclusion of any other.

The following is based upon decision of the Supreme Court in the case of Hawkins vs. TJuited 
States, (No. 700, October Term, 1877,) and publication is made for the information and guidance of Officers 
111 charge of public works, &c., under control of this Department, and all parties having, or seeking to 
have, dealings with the Department through such Officers: 

I. ^'hen a service of a better or higher grade than that required by contract is rendered upon tlie 
demand of a jiublic agent, such demand being made upon an interpretation of the contract, the contractor 
can have no claim against the (Jnited States; nor will notice given at the time to an unauthorized agent 

of an intention to present a claim for additional allowance on account of such better service change the 
rule. 

II. W hen a contractor holds himself not bound to a performance which is sought to be required of 
him, he will immediately state his objections in writing to the agent in charge, who will forward it at 
onee to the Department, with his report thereon, that the question may be decided by the proper authority. 

HI. Claims for compensation on account of materials or services will not be considered unless thev 
are founded in some agreement, and when the agreement is claimed to have been entered into by an agent 
for or on behalf of the United States, it must be shown that he had authority to make such agreement. 

IV. Verbal agreements between the parties to a written contract, made before or at the time of execu¬ 
tion of the contract, are in general inadmissible to vary its terms or affect its construction, the rule being 
that all such verbal agreements are to be considered as merged in the written instrument. Written con¬ 
tracts must therefore be held to exiiress the intention of the parties at the time of contracting, and their 
plain and reasonable construction cannot be diminished or enlarged by verbal testimony in explanation of 
such intention. Neither can an imiilieil promise exist with reference to any subject-matter that is em¬ 
braced in an exjness agreement.

“ All balances of appropriations contained in the annual appropriation bills, and made specifically 
for the service of an5’ fiscal jear, and remaining unexpended at the expiration of such fiscal year, shall 
only be applied to the payment of expenses properly incurred during that year, or to the fulfillment of 
contracts properly made within that year; and balances not needed for such purposes shall be carried to 
the surplus fund. This section, however, shall not apply to appropriations known as permanent or indefi¬ 
nite appropriations.” 

Under the provisions of this statute, all authorized expenditures payable from annual appropriations 
should be incurred within the fiscal year in which the authorization is given, and in case of failure to have 
work done or material supplied, or to enter into a written agreement therefor before Juue 30, the authority 
will lapse with that date, and it will be necessary to obtain a renewal before proceeding with the work or 
making the purchase authorized.

The following proviisions of the Act entitled “ An Act making appropriations for the support of the 
Army for the fiscsil year ending June thirtieth, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five, and for other 
purposes,^ aj>proved June lt>, 1874, is hereby published for the information and guidance of the officers and 
employes of this Department: 

Provided That only actual traveling expenses shall be allowed to any person holding employment or 
appointment nmler the United States, and all allowances for mileages and transportation, in excess of the 
amount actually paid, are hereby declared illegal; and no credit shall be allowed to any of the Disbursing 
Oflicers of the United States for payments or allowances in violation of this provision. 


In accordance with the foregoing provision, persons traveling upon the official bu.siness of this Depart 
nient will hereafter be allowed their “actual traveling expenses” usual and essential to the ordinary com¬ 
fort of travelers, embraced in the following items of expenditure: 


I. Actual fares on railroads, steamboats, and other vessels, by the shortest practicable route, the hire 
of special transportation where there are no regular means of conveyance, street-car, or omnibus, or trans. 
fer-coach fare to and from ilepots and hotels, and, where there are no such conveyances, moderate and 
necessary hack-hire, and reasonable fees to porters and expressmen. 


II Sleepincr-car fare for one double berth for each person, or customary stateroom accommodaUon on 
steamboats and'other vessels, one seat in parlor car, and lodgings and actual board in hotels at a rate not 
greater than five dollars per day. Hotel bills and receipts will be taken in all cases where it is practicable 
to obtain them, and accompany the account as a voucher. 


No charge will be allowed for hotel bills when the detention is unnecessary for the performance of the 
duties for which travel is required. 


An affida^it that the account is just and true in all respects, and that the expenses charged therein 
were actually and necessarily incurred, must accompany each bill. In all cases the account must contain 
the items of expenditure; and a copy of the order under which the travel was made must accompaiij i..

But it is provided, That if on tho 1st day of July, 18S5, or at any time during the ensuing year, any 
such CO, npany shall charge the public a less rate than is herein fiml, the rates here prescribed shall as to 
such company thenceforth during the year be reduced to the rates so charged to the pub ic. 

The rate for all messages in cipher known as the Signal-Service Weather Report shall not exceed 
three (3) cents for each word sent over each circuit as now or hereafter established by the Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army; and all messages sent over a circuit shall be dropped at all designated offices therein 
without additional charge. 

The statutes provide that telegrams between the several Departments of the (rovernment and their 
officers and agents, in their transmission over the lines of any such company,’shall have priority over all 
other business. All officers of the United States sending such telegrams should indorse upon the written 
message the words “Official Business,” and should report to the Postmaster-General any failure to trans¬ 
mit them in such priority and anv charge made in excess of the rates above prescribed.

I have the honor to transmit herewith blank forms for Estimates of Appropriations, in accordance 
with the plan of publication adopted and used in the Book of Estimates in conformity to law. 

The blanks contain specific instructions as to the manner in which they should be filled, and a strict 
compliance therewith will greatly facilitate the labor of this Department and of the Committees on 
Appropriations. 

Blank No. 1 should be used in submitting estimates required for the service of the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1887; Blank No. 2, for deficiencies in appropriations; and Blank No. 3, for estimates for the 
payment of claims allowed by the accounting oificers. 

Additional blanks may be had on application to this OfiSce; also, printeil copies of the Estimates 
submitted to the last session of Congress for your Department. 

These estimates should be transmitted to the Treasury Department on or before the first of October 
next, in accordance with the following paragraph from the Act of March 3, 1875, (18 Statutes, chapter 
129, page 370:) 

“Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of the heads of the several Executive Departments, and of other 
oflicers authorized or required to make estimates, to furnish to the Secretary of the Treasury, on or before 
the first day of October of each year, their annual estimates for the public service, to be included in the 
Book of Estimates pre])ared by law under his direction; and the Secretary of the Treasury shall submit, 
as a i)art of the appendix to the Book of Estimates, such extracts from the annual reports of the several 
heads of Departments and Bureaus as relate to Estimates for Ai)propriatious, and the necessities therefor.” 

Attention is invited in this connection to the requirement of section 2 of the Deficiency Act, approved 
July 7, 1884, (23 Stat., 254,) as follows: “And hereafter all Estimates of Approiiriatious and Estimates 
of Deficiencies in Appropriations, intended for the consideration and seeking the action of any of the 
Committees of Congress, shall be transmitted to Congress through the Secretary of the Treasury, and in 
no other manner.”

Sir : In pursuance of the provisions of section .3664 of the Revised Statutes of the United States. I 
have estimated the values of the standard coins of the various nations of the world, and submit the same 
in the following table:

The oar of exchange of the monetary unit of a country with a single gold, or a double, standard is fixed at the value of the gold unit as cora- 
nared with the United States gold unit. In the case of a country with a single silver standard the par of exchange is computed at the mean 
price of sWer in the l>ondon market for the three months ending Deceml>er 24,1885, as per daily cable despatches to the Bureau of the Mint.

In order that these instructions may be intelligently carried out, the clerks in each biu-eau 
of the Department and division of the Secretary’s office to whom the duty of preparing copy 
and making requisitions is assigned, should be required to familiarize themselves with the 
technicalities and details of the work.

by the officer granting the authority therefor.

For the assay office at Boise City the appropriations reported are the 
same as for the present year, and $1,000 for repairs of building, for 
which 81.500 was estimated. First, it is important to urge the fact 
that the business of this institution has more than doubled during the 
last year; and, second, that the appropriation for wages and contin¬ 
gent expenses, including labor, for tlie current year will be inadequate 
for the support of this assay office without closing it to <leposits to¬ 
ward the close of the fiscal year, an exi)edieucy which was forced ui)on 
the same institution toward the close of the la.st fiscal year. An in¬ 
crease of 83,000 is therefore absolutely necessary for the operation of 
this institution without suspension for a longer or shorter period.

Die striking of a piece in the semblance of a United States coin in a inehil or alloy, or of a weight 
and finene^ss, other than prescribed by law, is in violation of Section r>4hO of the Kevised Statutes. 

Tlie emission or oiler for sale or excliange of an impi ession from any die of a coin of the United States, 
or of a proposed coin of the United States, bearing a legend as of a coin oi' the United Stales, but with a 
device or devices not authorized by law, wliether such die 1ms been i)repared at the JMint of the UnittMl 
States or elsewhere, is contrary to the provisions of Sections 3517 and 5401, Ihwised Statutes. 

No imi)ression from any coinage-die of the United States struck in other metal than that authoriz(‘d by 
law, or of a weight and lineness other than prescribed by law (Revised Statutes, 3513, 3514, 3515), nor 
pattern-piece bearing a legend of a coin of the United States, and bearing a device or devices not author 
ized by law, (Revised Statutes, 351(1, 3517, Hdv ]\Iint Regulations,) should la* in existence longer than 
required for the lawlul purpose for which it was authorized to be struck. 

Any emission, for private or personal use oi* possession, from the Mints of the United States of pieces 
of the character above si)ecified has been in violation of the coinage laws of the United States.

In accordance with the foregoing provisions, pei-sons traveling upon the official business of this De^ 
paitinent will hereafter be allowed their “actual traveling expenses” usual and essential to the ordinary 
comfort of travelers, embraced in the following items of expendituies. 

I. Actual fares on railroads, steamboats, and Other conveyances, by the shortest practicable route, the 
hire of special transportation where there are no regular means of conveyance, street-car, or omnibus, or 
transfer-coach fare to and from depots and hotels, and where there are no such conveyances, moderate and 
necessary hack-hire, and reasonable fees to porters and expressmen. 

IT. Sleeping-car fare for one double berth for (‘ach person or customary stateroom accommodation on 
steamboats and other vessels, one seat in parlor-car, (only where the train is made up entirely of parlor-cars,) 
and lodgings and actual board in hotels at a rate not greater than five dollars per day. Hotel bills and 
receipts will be taken in all eases where it is practicable to obtain them, and accompany the account as a 
voucher. No charge will be allowed for hotel bills when the detention is unnecessary for the performance 
of the duties for which travel is required. 

III. Aceounts will be rendered upon a form approved by the Department, Avhich shall be accomjianied 
by expense vouchers, itemized as far as possible. A copy of the order under which the expenses were in¬ 
curred must also accompany the account. 

Each account must be sworn to by the person rendering it as just and true in all respects, and must state 
that the services specified therein were actually performed; that tlie expenses charged were actually and 
necessarily incxirred and i)aid at the dates specified; that the distances charged were actually and neces¬ 
sarily traveled, and that no part of the travel was under a free pass on any railway, steamboat, or other 
conveyance. 

The chief officer ot the bureau or branch of service for which the services mentioned in the order of 
the Department accompanying the account were performed must certify that such services Avere performed; 
that they were necessary and proper, and that the prices paid for travel &c., Avere reasonable.

OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY3 

To secure economy in expenditures on account of telegraphing, to correct abuses in the use of the 
wires, and to properly adjust accounts for telegraphic service, the following instructions are published 
for the information and guidance of all concerned : 

I. The telegi'aph will be used only upon important public business, and in cases of urgent necessity, 
where the ordinary mail facilities fail to furnish sufficient dispatch. When telegrams ar(» sent upon 
business that would ordinarily be transacted through the mails, the facts as to their necessity must be satis¬ 
factorily shown or they will be disallowed in the settlement of accounts. 

n. All telegrams sent by officers in their own pei'sonal interest, or in the interest or bc^half of any 
employ^, or by private parties, must be prepaid; and all telegraphic* rei)lies to such telegrams will be sent 
j at the expense of the parties sending them. 

III. Telegrams should be in the briefest jjossible form consistent with clear, intelligible expression, as 
1 each word, initial letter, and figure wired is charged for in the accounts of the telegraph companies. The 
1 name of the officer addressed need not be used, his official designation being sufficient, as, for example, 

‘‘The Secretary of the Treasury.” The signature and official designation of the sender should also l>e 
contracted as much as possible. 

IV. Chief officel's of the customs, when it becomes necessary for them to use the telegiaph in comnin 
nicating with subordinates or other customs officers on official business, should see that only Go\einmtnt 
rates are charged for all telegrams received and sent, and they must, in all instances, foiwaii copies o 
such telegrams to the Department with their requests for authority for payment. 

V. Official telegrams sent over the wires of the United Lines and Western Union Tiletoiapli Compa 
nies, by and to the chief officei'S of the DeiJartuient at W’^ashington, should not be piepai , as 

bills for such service are rendered by said companies. 

VI. In the settlement of all accounts against the Department for telegraphing, the 
cai efully examined to see that only Government nvtes are charpd, 

the telegrams will l)e. required to certify that they were on public business, am ‘ 
necessary by the exigencies of the service. Such certificate Mill be in the foim 11

Treasury Drafts and Post-Office Warrants must not be paid until the indorsements conform to the 
following regulations: 

I. The name of the payee, as indorsed, must correspond in spelling with that on the face of the draft; 
no guarantee of an indorsement, imperfect in itself, can be accepted. If the name of a payee, as written 
on the face of a draft, is 8[)elled incorrectly, the draft should be returned to the Treasurer U. S. for 
correction. 


2. Indorsements by mark (X) must be witnessed by two persons who can write, giving their places of 
residence. 

3. Indorsements by executors, administrators, guardians, or other fiduciaries must be accompanied 
by certified copies, under seal, of letters testamentary, letters of administration, of guardianship, or other 
evidence of fiduciary character, as the case may be. 

4. Payees and indorsees must indorse by their own hands: officials, officially with full title; firms, 
the usual firm-signature b}" a member of the firm, not by a clerk or other person for the firm. 

5. Every indorsement must be by the proper written (not printed) signature of the person whose 
indorsement is required. 

0. Powers of attorney for the indorsement of drafts in payment of claims must state the nundier, 
(late, and amount of draft, and number and kind of warrant, and be dated subsequently to the date of 
the drafts; must be witnessed by two persons, and must be acknowledged by the constituent before the

THE PREPARATION OF PRINTER’S COPY, REQUISITIONS FOR PRIN’ITNG 

AND RINDING, ETC. 

t 

(Superseding all previous Regulations on the Subject.) 


OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY, 

Washington, D. C., May 8,1893. 

To all Officers and Clerks of the Treasury Department whom it may concern: 

To secure uniformity and economy in printing and binding, and to prevent confusion in the use of 
blanks and blank books, a strict compliance with the following regulations is hereby enjoined upon all 
officers of the Department: 

I. All copy for the printer should be cai'efully and thoroughly prepared, to avoid, as far as possible, 
alterations in proof; and, to enable the Public Printer to furnish the estimates of cost required by law, the 
copy must invariably accompany requisitions. 

II. When it is desired that a form be printed in other than ordinary black ink, the particular color 
or kind should be specified on the copy. 

III. In ordering blanks^ the numbers of the forms oidy need he written on requisitions^ the necessary instruc- 
tioiys for the printer being written on copy, 

IV. To avoid the mutilation of record books, loose sheets of each form should be kept on hand, to be 
tlsed as printer’s copy when ordering new supplies. 

V. The title of each blank book will be written on requsition, but directions for making books mil ap¬ 
pear in detail on the copy^ and must specify—1. The number of leaves or openings required. 2. Size of paper. 
3. The style of binding desired, i. e., whether * Russia ends and bands; f hal^iSnssia, patent back ; Jhalf 
Russia, cloth sides; Jhalf Russia, plain, or § board covers, cut flush. 4. fc^5ecific instructions for titling,, 
paging, indexing, tagging, canvas covering, etc. 

VI. Blank books must conform as nearly as practicable to the following standard sizes of paper (or 
fi-actional division thereof): 14 by 17 inches; 17 by 28 inches; 16 by 21 inches; 21 by 32 inches; 18 by 23 
inches; 19 *^3' 24 inches; 20 by 28 inches; 23 by 31 inches. 

VII. Each blank book must have printed, on the back or side, its title, the serial number of the volume, 
the name of the di\Tsion and office in which it is to be used, and the name of the Department; and, when¬ 
ever practicable, the heading of each page will distinctly show the character of the transactions to be en¬ 
tered, and the snbheadings of colnmns should be sufficiently full to clearly indicate their purpose.

X Suitable for books of froui 88 to 175 leaves.

To all Officers and Clerks of the Treasury Department whom it may concern: 

To secure uniformity and economy in printing and binding, and to prevent confusion in the use of 
blank forms and blank books, a strict compliance with the following regulations is hereby enjoined upon 
all ofTicere of this Department: 


PREPARATION OF PRINTER’S COPY. 

All copy for the printer should be carefully and thoroughly prepared, to avoid, as far as possible, 
alterations in proof; and, to enable the Public Printer to furnish the estimates of cost required by law, 
complete copy must invariably accompany requisition. * ’ 

In a recent letter addressed to the Secretary by the Public Printer occurred the following pertinent 
criticism: 

The practice various Department and Bureau officials have ffillen into of furnishing hasty or imperfect 
copy to the I ublic 1 rinter, with the evident purpose of revising the same in proof, has grown into a most 
serious abuse. Whatever may have been the need for the b^inniug and growth of this practice there 
e.\ists no excuse for its continuance. With the facilities afforded by typewriting machines, copy can be 
60 readily prepared for revision and correction that the ‘‘editing” of printed proofs has been pnicticalJy 
abandoned by commercial printing hous^, and is deemed as needless as it is wasteful of time and mouev. 
During late years certain Departments, in connection with their work in this office, have depleted their 
allotment of the appropriation for public printing tens of thousands of dollai*s merely for revision of proofs. 
Frequently the original cost of composition has been doubled and quadrupled in this way. Xor is this the 
only evil. The type iiages are often required to be held for months awaiting the return of proofs, encum¬ 
bering the office, and requiring double the amount of tyjke for the execution of the public printing that 
would be necessary under proper conditions; besides, the typographical appeamnee of work subjected to 
free editing after being put in type is seriously marred by irregular spacing necessarily made in correction, 
‘ind the work of final revision is enormously increased.

On requisitions should be made to the Chief of the Division of Stationery, Printing, and Blanks— not to 
the Public Printer. 


COMPETENT PERSONS TO PREPARE COPY. 


Ill order that the foregoing regulations may be intelligently and efficiently carried out, it is hereby 
oidered that the head of each bureau or office of the Department, and the chief of each division of the 
Secretary’s Office, designate a competent person, whose duty it shall be to attend to the ordering of all 
printing required by his office or division.

messages sent by officers of the Depar tment of Justice shotrld be forwarded in like ntanner to that Depart¬ 
ment, or an account for irressages sent by officers of the Treasury' Depar tmerrt should be transmitted to 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

8. Where the service is continuous and errtire over lines partly subsidized and partly not, or over con¬ 
necting lines one of which is subsidized and the other not, but one account for the entire service should 
be r’endered by the telegraph company which receives and transmits the message, showing the respective 
amounts claimed for aided and nonaided service. Such account is not to be paid by any disbursing officer 
or by the officer or agent sending the message, but must be forwarded by the telegraph company to the 
proper Department of the Government in the manner already indicated, and in the settlement thereof by 
the accounting officers, the amount found due and payable in money for nonaided service will be certified 
for payment to the telegraph company, and the amount found due for service over the bond-aided lines 
will be applied as required by law. 

9. Whenever practicable prepayment should not be made on messages sent to and from Washington, 
D. C., but accounts for the same should be sent through the proper channels to the Treasury Department 
for payment; provided that this shall not apply to officers required to pay the expense of telegraphing 
from the emoluments of their offices. 

For the information and guidance of all concerned is subjoined a list descriptive of the bonded Pacific 
railroads in connection with which bond-aided or subsidized telegraph lines have been constructed, and 
a reference to the several acts of Congress relating thereto.

3. Every cx)mmunication received calling for information shall be answered, unless the sender of it 
has been otherwise formally notified of its receipt and disposal. 

4. Every communication prepared shall be paged and shall be formulated in the following manner:

The name of the person or office addressed. 

The title, if any, of the person addressc^d. 

The residence of the i>erson addressed. 

Sir (or Madam): 

The subject-matter.

AMENDMENTS TO CIVIL SERVICE RULES 


The Civil Service Kules, as printed at pages 53-64 of tlie Thirteenth Report of this 
CommissioD, were amended by the President on July 27, 1897, as follows: 

Kule II was amended by adding a new section, which reads: 

8. No removal shall be made Troiu any position subject to competitive examination 
except for just cause and upon uiitten charges filed with the head of the Department or 
otlier appointing officer and of which the accused shall have full notice and an opjxutu- 
nity to make defense. 

Kule III, section 3, was amended by striking out all after the word district,’’ in the 
third line, so that, as amended, the section reads: 

3. The custom-house service shall include such officers and employees as have been, or 
may hereafter be, classified under the civil service act who are sening in any customs 
district. 

Rule VI was amended to read as follows: 


The following named employees or jxjsitions which have l>een or may hereafter be 
classified under the Civil Service Act shall be excepted from the requirements of exam¬ 
ination or registration before the Commission except as herein prescribed. 

Departmental Service: 

{«) Private secretaries or cimfidential clerks (not exceeding two) to the President or 
to the head of each of the eight Executive Departments. 

{b) Indians employed in the Indian service at large, except those employed as super¬ 
intendents, teachers, teachers of industries, kindergartners, and physicians. 

(c) Attorneys or assistant attorneys in any department whose mam duties are con¬ 
nected with the management of cases in court. 

Custom-House Service: 

(a) One cashier in each customs district. j - * 

ib) One chief or principal deputy or assistant collector in each customs district. 

(c'l One principal depntv collector at each sub-port or station. 


Post-Office Service: . 

(a) One assistant postmaster, or chief assistant to the postmaster, of whatever desig- 

lust-cla^ post-office when employed under the roster title of 

tashier only. 

Internal-Revenue Service: . . . 

(a) One employee in each internal-revenue district, who s^ll ^ 

deputy or assistant collector, as may be ^here ^he number of

(c) One deputy collector in each stamp (or branch) office.

From and after this date the heads of offices, divisions, sections, or districts, as the case may be, shall 
keep a daily record of absence on account of sickness or other cause on the part of clerks and employees 
under their official chai-ge, and forward to the supervising officer, at the end of each mouth, a consoli¬ 
dated report showing the absence or presence daily of each officer, clerk, or employee. 

When desired and practicable, a medical officer of the Marine-Hospital Service will be directed to 
investigate and report to the Department in any case of sickness so recorded. 

Record must be made of all absence for fractional parts of a day, and when such fractional parts 
aggregate a day, a day^s absence must be charged and reported on the time reports. 

In continuous absence which exceeds three days, the Sundays, if any, intervening must be charged 
and reported on the time reports. 

Employees must report to their respective oflQces not later than 2 o^clock p. m. the fact that they were 
unable to report for duty on account of sickness or otherwise on such days as they may be absent. 

Attention is called to the following change made by act approved March 15 , 1898 , in the law 
regulating annual leave of absence, and which will be applied to all branches of service under the control 
of the Treasury Department, to wit: 

That the head of anv Demitment may grant thirty days’ annual leave with 
each clerk or employee • ^And Provided further That where some member of the immediate family of » de 
or employee ie aniiS’.ilfa TOntegiOTS diiiaae a..d requiree the care and attendance of such emplcjee, 
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or where his or her presence in the Department would jeopardize the health of fellow-clerks, and in 
exceptional and meritorious cases, where a clerk or employee is pei*sonally ill, and where to limit the 
annual leave to thirty days in any one calendar year would work peculiar hardship, it may be extended 
the discretion of the head of the Department, with pay, not exceeding thirty days in any one case

This section shall not be construed to mean that so long as a clerk or employee is borne upon the rolls 
of the Department in excess of the time herein provided for or granted that he or she shall be entitled 
to pay during the period of such excessive absence, but that the pay shall stop upon the expiration of 
the granted leave. 

It will be observed that the annual leave of thirty days can only be extended ^Hn the discretion of the 
head of the Department, with paj’^, not exceeding thirty days in any one case or in any one calendar year.” 

When an application for an extension of leave is made (because of sickness) on the ground that the 
case is exceptional and meritorious, it will be considered only when forwarded to the Chief of the Division 
of Appointments, by or through the head of the office in which the person interested is employed for 
presentation to the Secretary, together with a full statement (including a physician’s certificate showing 
character, duration, and termination of sickness) of the facts said to make it “exceptional and meritorions ”

When samples luo inclosed in requisitions they should be fastened thereto, to prevent their being 
lost in the opening and distribution of the mail. 

Hlank books, blank forms. Department circulars, synopses of decisions, or ofllce furniture must not 
be included in requi.sition8 for stationery. 

2 . When stiitionery is forwarded by the charges thereon are invanaldg prepaid / but ou all

uo the Officers, Clerics and Employees of the Treasury Department : 

It has come to the notice of this office that Treasury clerks and employees are in the habit of using 
in the official records various kinds of inks, typewriter ribbons, etc., other than those supplied by the 
.-^epartment. Such practice is in violation of existing regulations. There is no assurance that these 

( regularly secured inks, ribbons, etc., are indelible or indestructible. The permanency of the records 
the Department is of the first importance, and close Departmental supervision and control of the 
ateriaLs to be used are absolutely necessary in order to prevent the use of objectionable and inferior 
'tides. 

i It is, therefore, hereby ordered that hereafter no ink, typewriter ribbon, carbon paper, or other 
tide of stationery shall be used officially by any officer, clerk, or employee of any branch of the 
reasury service, except such as are furnished or authorized by the Department. 

( Officers of the Department will in no civse accept for official purposes, bonds, vouchers, or other 
cuments on which money is to be paid, or other important action taken, if prepared and signed with 
iS which are liable to fade. What are known as the aniline colors—blue, purple, violet, red, etc.—are 
lally fugitive and destructible, and should not be accepted. 

The various reproducing inventions known by the trade names of “ Hektograph,’^ Copygraph,’’ 
Jhroinograph,^^ “Papyrograph,’’ Mimeograph,“Cyclostyle,Neostyle,’’ etc., will in no case be 
5d for official letters or documents of a permanent nature. 

Copying ink should not be used on book records, as it is liable to transfer and besmear the paper, 
lecially in damp and sultry weather.

The following regulations governing appointments to and promotions and transfers in the mints and 
assay offices are hereby promulgated and shall be enforced on and after the 10th instant: 

Regulation I. 

A board of examiners shall be designated by the United States Civil Service Commission at each 
aiiDt or assay office having 10 or more employees. These boards shall perform such duties as the 
Commission may direct in connection with examinations and registrations for appointments to and 
promotions in that service. 

Regulation II. 

A vacancy in any position in the mint or assay service shall be filled preferably and in order as 
fol Ws ; 

^Pirst. By the promotion or transfer of an employee in that service.^ 

Second. By the transfer of a qualified person from another branch of the classified service. 

Third. By selection from su itabl e ex itin g registers of persons found qua lified by examination or 
*’®gi.stration by the Civil Service Commission. " 

Pourth. By selection after examination or registration in the manner provided for by these regulations. 

Regulation III. 

Applicantg may file their application for examination at any ti^ with the bo^d of examiners at the 
|ce in which they seek employment, and the examinations shall be held on such dates and at such 
fees as may be fixed by the Commission; but applicants for positions subject to registration examina- 
may register for employment at any time. 

Regulation IV. 

Applications for examination or competitive registration, and also the medical cerhficates which 
plicants for certain positions are required to furnish in regard to their 

ie upon forms provided by the Commission, which may be obtained from, an ^ where there

and integrity by the board of examiners, the superintendent, and the operating officer of the departmeiit 
in which such person is to be employed. 


Eegulation VI. 


The application of an applicant for examination or competitive registration, who gives a false name 
or residence, or presents false certificates, or practices or attempts to pr actice any deception or fraud in 
securing his examination, registration, or appointment, shall be canceled as soon as the fiict is ascertained- 
and, if appointed, such applicant shall be discharged from the service. 


Eegulation VII. 


No recommendation of or statement concerning an applicant, competitor, eligible or employee, 
involving any disclosure of his political or religious opinions or affiliations, shall be received, filed, or 
considered, by the Commission, by any board of examiners, or by any nominating or appointing officer.

I urn informed by yonr letter of the 21st inst., that it is in the power of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing to exchange certain old prosses for a new press, so that but a small amount of cash, 
in aildition, will have to Ih> paid to the inauufacturers of the new press, and you inquire whether, as these 
nld presses are no longer needcnl and are much WH)rn, and as in this way they will probably produce more 
Ann in any other, you are justitied in authorizing him to make the purchase in the manner thus indicated. 

It may often happen that by the judicious use of old material, in exchange for necessary machinery, 
•ore ailvantageous oontracts may be made than in any other mode, yet 1 am not prepared to say that such 
wntiacts are authorizeil by law, * It has been the intention of Congress, as manifested by the Statutes, 
(^ce|>t in certain oases 8i>eoitieally nameil,) to I'cquire that the proceeds of old material which is sold should 
^eovervHi into the Treasury, and thus accounted for. Although such exchanges may often be conducted 
^•dvantage, yet Congress has deemeil it better, as a rule of business, to prescribe that the ofllcer having 
of old material should dispose of and account for it as such, and afterwards make the piirchivse 
^ such new material as he miuireil out of the speoifto appropriation for that purpose. 

Section 3G1S of the Reviseil Statutes is as follows: 


‘^All prooeetis of sides of old material, condemned stores, supplies, or other public property of any 
exivpt the proceeds of the sale or leasing of marine hospitals, or of the sales of revenue-cutters, or

By one of them, yon 
can sell to the manufacturers of the printing press the old presses at a rate which you shall determine 
be fair and just, but the sum received from such sale will necessarily be covered into the Treasury oi 
account of “ proceeds of Government property.” 

By the other transaction, yon may purchase from the manufacturers, paying for the same oatof ft 
appropriation which is put into yonr hands for that purpose, the new press which is desired for na 
Whiie the result, so far as the Government is concerned, is the same, it will not, of course, have the sam 
effect upon your appropriation as would be produced if you were entitled to pay for the new press vil 
the proceeds of the old presses, but you will be compelled to pay in full for such new press from the appr 
priation m your hands for such an expenditure, while the amount received from the old presses, hem 
covered into the Treasury, will then be subject to the future action of Congress.

OF PUBLIC PROPERTY UNDER THE FIFTH SECTION OF THE ACT OF MAY 
8, 1872, AND AN ACT AMENDATORY OF SAID SECTION, APPROVED JUNE 
8, 1872.

The following Section of an Act entitled “ An Act making appropriations for the legislative, executive, 
and judicial expenses of the Government for the year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
three, and for other purposes,” approved May 8, 1872, the opinion of the Comptroller of the Treasury as 
to the proper construction of its provisions, and an Act amendatory of said Section, approved June 8,1872, 
are hereby published for the information of all concerned, and, in compliance therewith, all officers of the 
United States are instructed that the proceeds of sales of public property, of every character and descrip¬ 
tion, excepting such as pertain to marine hospitals, revenue cutters, the clothing fund of the Navy, and 
the sale of materials, stores, or supplies to officers and soldiers of the Army, or to exploring and surveying 
expeditions authorized by law, which are to he dispos'ed of in accordance with former provisions of law, 
must be immediately paid into the Treasury as miscellaneous receipts, without any abatement or deduction 
whatever, excepting the expenses of sales of military stores or supplies regularly condemned, which, under 
paragraph 1032, Revised Army Regulations of 1863, and the Act of June 8, 1872, are authorized to be 
paid from the proceeds of such sales, by being deposited to the credit of the Treasurer of the United 
States in general account, either at the Treasurer’s own office, or at the office of one of the United States 
Assistant Treasurers, Designated or National Bank Depositaries. 

For all such deposits, certificates of deposit, in duplicate or triplicate, should be issued by the several 
Depositaries, giving the name and official title of the depositor, and stating that they arc on account 
of “ proceeds of Government property.” The bureau or office to which the property appertains should 
also be given on the face or back of each certificate, and an explanation of the kind and amount of property 
sold, and the original of these certificates should always be forwarded to the Secietaiy of the Treasury as 
soon as they shall have reached the depositors. These instructions are intended to supersede those on the 
same subject issued under date of May 15, 1872.

Sir: I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 11th instant, enclosing copy of theoth 
section of the legislative, executive, and judicial appropriation act, approved May 8, 1872. You inquire^ 
First. Whether this section goes into effect before the 1st of July next ? 

Every provision of law is of present effect, except when otherwise provided. The act, of which this is 
a portion, is one making appropriations for the fiscal year 1872, but its general purpose has no relation to 
this specific provision, and does not control it. This section neither makes nor controls the use of any 
appropriation contained in the act; it is independent of other provisions, and is not affected by the portion 

which limits the period during which appropriations can be used. I answer, therefore, that it went into 
effect on the approval of the bill. 

Second. Doo 3 it apply to the sale of new material from one Department or Bureau to another, or is it 
confined to old and condemned public property ? 

t applies to all kinds of property, old or new, eondemned or uncondemned, with certain exceptions 
contained in the rccond sentence, and to sales by one Department or Bureau to another. The laiigitigo is, 
that all sales of old material, condemned stores, supplies, or other public property of any kind, shall here- 
a ter e covered into the Treasury as miscellaneous receipts. The words “ or other public property of 
any kind are very comprehensive, and exclude the construction suggested in the question. 

o not mean to s.ay, that when one branch of the service makes some article, as a piece of furniture, 

from Its own material, and at its own expense, for and upon the request of another branch, that the cost 
inu8t bo covered io as a miscellaneous receipt. 

Third Proceeds of paper shavings sold by the Congressional Printer must be paid in under this section. 
Fourth. The act says, “all proceeds of sales,” &c., “or other public property,” and thus embraces 
all receipts and all property sold. The expenses attending a sale cannot be deducted, for that would defeat 
a compliance with the requirement “ that all proceeds of sales” shall bo paid in, &c.

To Officers and Employees of the Tt'easury Department and Others concerned: 

Your atteutiou is cjvlled to section 8 of Civil Service Rule II, as amended May 29, 1899, which is as 
follows: 

No removals shall be made from the competitive classified service except for just cause and for reasons 
given rU writing; and the person sought to be removed shall have notice and be furnished a copy of such 
reasons, and be allowed a reasonable time for personally answering the same in writing. Copy of such 
reasons, notice, and answer, and of the order of removal, shall be made a part of the records of the 
proper department or office; and the reasons for any change in i-ank or compensation within the compet¬ 
itive classified service shall also be made a part of the records of the proper department or office. 

In view of the foregoing, whenever a person in the service of this Department shall, in the opinion of 
his supervising officer, become inefficient or bo guilty of dereliction of duty, or misconduct to an extent 
justifying removal from the Service, it shall be the duty of the supervising officer to furnish the employee 
with a written statement setting forth in detail the roiisous upon which he will base a recommendation for 
his or her removal from the Service. These l easons shall clearly state the nature of the offense or the 
circumstances of the inefficiency, and shall be so specific as to time, place, and act that the employee will 
be left in no doubt as to the exact cause of dissatisfaction with his or her conduct or services. 

The employee shall at the same time be informed that within three days from the receipt of the com¬ 
plaint there must be submitted to the supervising officer making the complaint such written i^swer as i 
may be desired to make. If, in the opinion of the supervising officer, this answer is sufficient, the 
employee shall be so informed and no further action need be taken, except to forward the papers to he 
Department for filing; but if he is still of the opinion that the employee should

Attention is hereby cjilled to the provisions of Circular No. ."i70. issued by the Commissioner or 
Infernal Keveiiue, under date of May 14, IJlOO, publishing the law relating to the duties of carriers in 

i.ssuing receipts for goods delivered to them for transportation and the interpretation thereof by the 
United States Supreme Court. 

All public officers hereafter making .shipments of public moneys under the contract with the United 
States Express Company will see that each receipt issued therefor is stamped by and at the expense of tlie 
express company receiving the shipment. Should express agents refuse to furnish such stami)ed receipts, 
the matter will at once be reported to the Department, in order that proper instructions may be given 
them through the United States Express Company. 

Public officers will forward to this office as soon as practicable after receipt of this circular a repoi t 
s ov/ing the total number of money shipments made by them or their respective deputies under the 
contract with the United States Express Company from July 1, 1898, to June 1, 1900, for which 
unstamped receipts were issued.

And it is hereby directed that all travel orders or authorizations for travel required in the transaction 
of the business of the Treasury Department shall hereafter be signed by the Secretary of the Treasury or 
an Assistant Secretary of the Treasury except in the conduct of the Internal Eevenue Service; but this 
exception shall not include the office force of the Internal Revenue Bureau in Washington. 

In cases of exigency only, when imperatively necessary for the prompt transaction of public business, 
orders involving travel may be issued by the heads of bureaus and offices, 'who are hereby authorized to 
sign orders of this character and report the same promptly to the Secretary’s Office for approval. The 
expense incurred will not be allow^ed without such approval. 

In accordance with the foregoing provisions and requirements, persons traveling upon the official 
business of this Dej^artment will hereafter be allowed their actual traveling expenses usual and 
essential to the ordinary comfort of travelers, embraced in the following items of expenditirre: 

Actual fares on railroads, steamboats, and other conveyances, by the shortest practicable route, the 
hire of special transportation where there are no regirlar means of conveyance, street car, omnibus, or 
transfer coach fare to and from depots and hotels, and where there are no such conveyances, moderate 
and necessary hack hire, and reasonable fees to porters and expressmen. Sleeping car fare for one double 
beith for each person, or customary stateroom accommodation on steamboats and other vessels, one seat 
in parlor car, and lodgings and actual board in hotels at a rate not greater than $5 per day; reasonable 
expense for laundering where the travel continues for a week or more. Hotel bills and receipts will be 
taken in all cases where it is practicable to obtain them, and must accompany accounts as vouchers. No

PROVIDING FOR TEE ENFORCEMENT OF THE PROVISIONS OF EXECUTIVE ORDER OF 
JULY 27, 1897, AS TO REMOVAL FROM THE CLASSIFIED SERVICE.

Washington, D. C., August 11, 1897. 


The attention of supervising officers and agents of this Department is called to so much of Exeiuitive 
order of July 27, 1897, as is amendatory of Civil Service Kule II, and provides as follows: 

“No removal shall be made from any iiosition subject to competitive examination except for just 
cause and upon written charges tiled with the Head of the Department or other appointing officer and 
of which the accused shall have full notice and an opportunity to make defense.” 


In view of the foregoing, whenever any officer, agent, clerk, or employee in the service of this 
Department shall appear, to the officer or agent charged with the suiiervision of his official conduct, to 
be guilty of such dereliction of duty, delinquency, or misconduct, or shall prove inefficient to such an 
extent as to seem to justify the removal of such person from the Service, or his reduction in grade, it 
shall be the duty of such supervising officer to immediately forward to this office written charges and 
specifications, detailing fully and explicitly the reasons for removal or reduction. 

At the same tinie a complete copy of the charges and specifications will be furnished to the accused 
with the information that such defense as is desired to be made in the premises must be submitted to the 
supervising officer foi- transmission to this office, within three days from date of receipt of the copy of the 
written charges. 

Whenever it is impracticable to present a copy of the charges to the accused in peison it will be sent 


by registered mail and the receipt carefully preserved. 

The fact that the accused has thus been furnished with a complete copy of the charges, and informed 
of the opportunity to make defen.se, as above set forth, will be reported to this office at the same time 
that the written copy of the charges is forwarded to the accused as aforesaid. 

lu the event that the accused fails to mail his written defense to the supervising officer, within the 
time above specified, it will be assumed that such person does not desire to embrace the opportunity thus

Carbon copies of letters and of other official matter are to be filed with the subject-matter to 
which they relate and are not to be bound. 

The imperfect condition in which press copies of letters and other official matter are often received 
in the Treasury bindery shows a want of uniformity and care in the execution and handling of these 
important papers which should be remedied. In many instances press copies are found to be illegible 
on account of blurring or other defects in copying, and the margins of press copies are frequently 
occupied by the initial letters of names and other written matter, wdiich have to be cut into in trim¬ 
ming the bound volumes, making the binding difficult, if not impossible, without seriously mutilating 
the papers. This can be avoided, if a uniform method is followed, in writing and initialing letters 
and other official matter, with a view to pi'oviding proper margins on press copies, and greater caie 
is taken in press copying. 

It is therefore dii-ected, in order that press copies may have the proper margins 
That hereafter skeleton blanks (known as “form letters”), wntten letters, and oth«r 
matter, to be press copied, shall have an unoccupied margin on ■ e le t o inc , 
inch on each of the other three margins.

The attention of the officei-s and employees of the Treasury Department is called to the following 
P visions of the act entitled “An Act making appropriations for the support of the Army for the 

ea year ending June thirtieth, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five, and for other purposes ” 
approved June 16, 1874: ’ 

GTimi^ , 4 . T*rox'ided, That only actual traveling expenses shall be allowed to any person holding 

emploj ment or appointment under the United States, and all allowances for mileage and tran.sportation 
, amount actually paid are hereby declared illegal ; and no credit shall be allowed to 

^ 9\ disbursing officers of the United States for payments or aUowarices in violation of this 
provision. ♦ ♦ ♦ 


And it is hereby directed that all travel orders or authorizations for travel required in the 
^sact ion of the business of the Treasiirj’^ Department shall hereafter be signed by the Secretary of 
Treasury or an Aasistant Secretary of the Treasury except in the conduct of the Internal Revenue 
^f'ice; but this exception shall not include the office force of the Internal Revenue Bureau in 
'Washington. 

In cases of exigency only, when imperatively necessary for the prompt transaction of public 
business, ordei's involving travel may be issued by the heads of bureaus and offices, who are hereby 
Authorized to sign orders of this cliaracter and report the same promptly to the Secretary’s office for 


Approval. The expense incurred will not be allowed without such approval. 

In accordance with the foregoing provisions and requirements, persons traveling upon the official 
bu8ine(.jg of this Department will hereafter be allowed their “actual traveling expenses” usual and 
’*®*^ntial to the ordinary comfort of travelers, embraced in the following items of expenditure: 

Actual fares on railroads, steamboats, and other conveyances, by the shortest practicable route; 
'be hire of .special transportetion where there are no regular means of conveyance; street-car, omnibus, 
“'■ transfer coach fare to and from depots and hotels, and where there are no such conveyances, 
•^uderate and necessary hack hire, and reasonable fees to porters and expressmen. Sleeping-car fare 
^°*‘one double berth for each person, or customary stateroom accommodation on steamboats and other 
^®88els; one seat in parlor car, and lodgings and actual board in hotels at a rate not greater than per 
reasonable allowance for baths, and reasonable expense for laundering where the tiavel continues 
a week or more. Hotel bills and receipts will be taken in all cases where it is practicable to obtoin 
>,and must accompany the accounts as vouchers. No charge will be allowed for hotel bdls when 
detention is unnecessary for the performance of the duties for which travel is require .

Section 4 of the act making appropriations for sundry civil expenses of the Government for the

HOURS OF LABOR. 

1. Tlie oflSce houi-s or hours of service of officers, clerks, and employees in the public service in 
the Executive Department of the Treasury, unless otherwise provided by law or regulation, shall be 
from 9 o’clock a. m. to 4.30 p. m. each day, Avith a recess of half an hour each day for luncheon \ 
strict observance of these hours is required. The practice of eating luncheon in the buildintr and 
then taking the half hour allowed for luncheon for other purposes is forbidden. 

DISCIPLINE. 

2. Any pei-son tardy at the morning hour or who does not continue diligently employed during 
business houi-s will be reported daUy to the administrative officer, and a record of the actual time 
lost by such delinquencies will be kept and reported to the Secretary of the Treasury (Division of 
Appointments) on the monthly time report.

11. When a leave of absence is granted, instructions are issued that the leave must be taken 
within the specified period. In many cases in the past this requirement has not been observed, nor 
has any report been made of the fact. Hereafter this requirement must be observed and the leave must 
be taken as granted unless a change of time be applied for, and allowed by this office. It frequently 
happens also that the person to whom a specific leave has been granted becomes mcapacitated for 
work by sickness during the period covered by such leave and asks that the time of such sickness 
be not charged to the granted leave, but be treated as an extension of annual leave on accoun 
of sickness.

EXTRACTS FROM STATUTES AND EXECUTIVE AND DEPARTMENTAL ORDERS. 

Civil-Service Act of January 16, 1883. 

* * * no person in the public service is for that reason under any obligations to contribute to any political fund, 
or to render any political service, and * * * he will not be removed or otherwise prejudiced for refusing to do so. 
(Sec. 2, clause 2, par. 5.) 

* * * no person in said service has any right to use his official authority or influence to coerce the political 
action of any person or body. (Sec. 2, clause 2, par. 6.) 

* * * no Senator, or Representative, or Territorial Delegate of the Congress, or Senator, Representative, or Delegate 
elect, or any officer or employee of either of said Houses, and no executive, judicial, military, or naval oflicer of the United 
States, and no clerk or employee of any department, branch, or bureau of the executive, judicial, or military or naval 
ser\ice of the United States, shall, directly or indirectly, solicit or receive, or be in any manner concerned in soliciting or 
receiving, any assessment, subscription, or contribution, for any political purpose whatever, from any officer, clerk, or 
employee of the United States, or any department, branch, or bureau thereof, or from any person rei’eiving any salary 
or compensation from moneys derived from the Treasury of the United States. (Sec. 11.) 

* * * no person shall, in any room or building occupied in the discharge of official dutias by any officer or 
employee of the United States mentioned in this act, or in any navy-yard, fort, or arsenal, solicit in any manner what¬ 
ever, or receive, any contribution of money or any other thing of value for any political purpose whatever. (Sec. 12.) 

* * * no officer or employee of the United States mentioned in this act shall discharge, or promote, or degrade, or 
or in any manner change the official rank or compensation of any other officer or employee, or promise or threaten so to 
do, for giving or withholding or n^lecting to make any contribution of money or other valuable thing for any political 
purpose. (Sec. 13.) 

* * * no officer, clerk, or other person in the service of the United States shall, directly or indirectly, give or hand 
over to any other officer, clerk, or person in the service of the United States, or to any Senator or Member of the House 
of Representatives, or Territorial Delegate, any money or other valuable thing on account of or to be applied to the 
promotion of any political object whatever.

guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding five thousand (lollars, or 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding three years, or by such fine and imprisonment both, in the discretion of the 
court. (Sec. 15.) 

Civil-Service Rules of April 15, 1903. 

r No person in the executive civil service shall use his official authority or influence for the purpose of interfering with 
election or affecting the result thereof. (Rule I, sec. 1.) 

) ^o dLscrimination shall be exercised, threatened, or promise<l by any person in the executive civil service 

against or in favor of an applicant, eligible, or employee in the classified service because of his political or religious 
opinions or affiliations. (Rule I, sec. 2.) 

The Commission has authority to make investigations concerning the facts, and to report on all matters touching the 
enforcement and effects of the civil-service act, rules, and regulations. Any facts tending to show violations of the act, 
mles, or regulations should be reported to it.

The Commission recommended either that a general Executive order upon the subject be issued by the President, or 
that recommendation be made to the heads of departments for the establishment of regulations similar to the post-office 
regulation which had been omitted. 

The following reply was received under date of June 13, 1902: 


gentlemen: As the greater includes the leas, and as the Executive order of President Cleveland of July 14,1886, is still in force, I hardly 
think it will be necessar>’ again to change the postal regulations. 

The trouble, of course, comes in the interpretation of this Executive order of President Cleveland. After sixteen years’ experience it has 
been found impo»ible to formulate in precise language any general construction which shall not w'ork either absurdity or injustice. Each case 
must be decided on its merits. For instance, it is obviously unwise to apply the same rule to the head of a big city Federal office, who may by 
his actions coerce hundreds of employees, as to a fourth-class postmaster in a small village who has no employees to coerce, and who simply 
wishes to continue to act with reference to his neighbors as he always has acted. 

As Civil Service Commissioner under Presidents Harrison and Cleveland I found it so impossible satisfactorily to formulate and decide upon 
questions involved in these matters of so-called pernicious activity by officeholders in politics that in the Eleventh Report of the Commission I 
personally drew up the paragraph which you quote. This paragraph was drawn with a view of making a sharp line between the activity allowed 
to public servants within the classified service and those without the classified seiv’icc. The latter under our system are as a rule chosen largely 
with reference to political considerations, and as a rule are and expect to be changed with the change of parties. In the classified service, 
however, the choice is made without reference to political considerations and the tenure of office is unaffected by the change of parties. Under 
these circumstances it is obvious that different standpoints of conduct apply to the two cases. In consideration of fixity of tenure and of appointment 
in no icay due to polUical considerations, the vmn in the classified service, while retaining his right to vote as he pleases and to express privately his 
opinions on all political subjects, should not take any active part in pcditical management or in political campaigns, for precisely the same reasons 
that a judge, an army officer, a regular soldier, or a policeman is debarred from taking such active part.” This of course applies even more 
strongly to any conduct on the part of such employee so prejudicial to good discipline as is implied in a public attack on his or her superior officers 
or other conduct liable to cause scandal. 

It seemed to me at the time, and I still think, that the line thus drawn was wise and proper. After my exp)erience under two Presidents—one 
of my own political faith and one not—I had become convinced that it w’as undesirable and impossible to lay do\vn a rule for public officers not 
in the classified service which should limit their political activity as strictly as we could rightly and properly limit the activity of those in whose 
choice and retention the element of political considerations did not enter; and afterward.s I became convinced that in its actual construction, if 
there was any pretense of applying it impartially, it inevitably w’orked unevenly, and, as a matter of fact, inevitably produced an impression 
of hypocrisy in those who asserted that it worked evenly. Officeholders must not use their offices to control political movanenis, must not neglect their 
public duties, must not cause public scandal by their activity; but outside of the classified 8er>dc€ the effort to go further than this had failed so 
signally at the time when the Eleventh Report, w'hich you have quoted, w'as written, and its unwisdom had been so thoroughly demonstrated, 
that I felt it necessary to try' to draw the distinction therein indicated.

In 
order to secure permanence in writing, an ink with a heavier body than that of the ordinary commercia 
writing fluids is necessary. A heavy body in ink is essential to permanence, but such an ink should 
not be expected to flow from the pen as freely as would a lighter and more ephemeral fluid. Corrosion 
of the pen is also to be expected, and ought to be guarded against, in the use of a heavy 
Ink. In ordnr to obtain natinfaotory msnltn in tho nso of the ink, the follon-ing rnlee shonhi be 

- (o) Pens should be kept clean, to prevent undue corrosion and filling up of the points.

1. All persons in Government employ are positively forbidden to spit upon Ihe floors. 

2. Rooms, hallways, eorridors, and lavalories shall be freely aired and effeefnally eleaned at 
least once a day and not dnriiif: working hours. 

3. Spitloons shall receive a daily cleansing with very hot water and when placwl r(‘ady f<»r use 

must contain a small (iiiantity of water. ' 

t. Dnsl must be reinovwl as completely as possible by im‘ans of dampemMl cloths or mops. It 
slumld never be nw‘dlessly stirred np by a broom or duster, as this practice only spreads the dust 
and germs. 

5. Fl(M)rs of tiling, brick, or stmie must be freiimmtly scoiii hI with soap and water. 

6. The senior clerks in charge of workrooms will lake measures to secure during working 
hours the admission of as much fresh air and sunshine as the conditions will permit. 

7. The use of individual drinking glasses is recommended. 

8. Persons in Government employ who suffer from pulmonary tuberculosis shall when possible 
be separated from others while at work. 

h. Such persons will not iierniitted to use the public spittoons, but must provide them¬ 
selves with individual sputum reciivers, preferably of easily destructible matiiial, and laiij these 
with tlumi on arrival and on departure. They will be held strictlj responsible toi the disposal 
and destruction of their own spntnni, so that no other ihusou’s health may be endangered 
therefrom. 

10. Such persons must provide their own drinking glasses, soap, and towels, and shall not use 
those provided for the general use.
